The latest development in the con 


troyersy between Isaac A. Stewart, 
recently removed as chairman of Ihe 
board of counly commissioners, and 
the other members of the board and 
the attorneys for the board, is the 
filling of a suit by Stewart against A. 
C. Hamlin, R. P. Hamlin, W. J. 
Gardiner and B. P. Brass, attorneys 
lor the board, and Ben Thursby, com- 
missioner 
from 
the Orange 
City 


flSstrict, and C. L. Vining, commis- 
sioner from 
Ihe Daytona 
district, 


•charging 
conspiracy 
and 
alleging 


damages at $100,000. This suit was 
filed immediately following the filling 
of suits for 8100,000 T>y attorneys for 
the board against Stewart, charging 


•Just what constitutes the conspiracy 


"which Stewart charges the six with 
•committing has not been made plain, 
but it is supposed that the charge is 
made against the two commissioners 
because they were instrumental in 
calling a special meeting of the board 
-which stripped Stewart of any sem- 
blance of a right to bring suit "on his 
own" in. regard to the bridge contro- 
versy, placing that power in the, hands 
of the attorneys for the board, as was 
the original intention of the board. "• 


The 
filing 
of suits for $100,000 


•charging civil libel against Stewart, 
by 
the 
four 
attorneys 
followed 


-Stewart's 
inability 
to 
prove 
his 


charges that his son, Tom Stewart, 
lad been offered a "bribe" in regard 
to attorneys' fees in Ihe bridge mat- 
ter. 
Although Stewart made the 


statement at the board meeting that 
the firm of Gardiner & Brass was not 
concerned in the alleged offer, he in- 
cludes 
them 
in the 
"conspiracy" 


charge. 


Monday of this week Judge Stewart 


tied an amendment lo his suit lo in- 
clude T. E. Filzgerald, editor of the 
Daytona Daily News, as one of the 
conspirators, along with the attorneys 
and commissioners. 


Wednesday of this 
week 
Judge 


Stewart filed another amendment to 
his suit to include Messrs U. S. Shel- 
ley and Frank Brai'Jey of Daytona 
Beach and H. B. Shulte of Daytona., 
and also filed another suit against C. 
V. Burginan and Editor T. E. Fitz- 
gerald of Daytona asking 
$10,000 


damages for criminal libel and con- 
spiracy. 


All defendants in the multitudinous 


cases will appear August 1 to answer 
the charges, which will be heard in 
circuit court al Ihe November lerm. 


The enlire controversy 
over the 


bridge suit has arisen 
because of 


Stewart's insistency in bringing the 
suit against the 
bridge companies, 


•while the 
commissioners 
have re- 


peatedly voted to let their proper 
attorneys handle the matter for the 
county. 


On June 
9th the 
commissioners 


unanimously voted to take over the 
five wooden bridges, three at Daytona 
one at Port Orange and one at New 
Smyrna, on June 15th or at least to 
make a demand for them, and if the 
demand was not successful, that the 
attorneys for the board should enter 
suit. The demand was made on the 
15th, but on the day before, Stewart 
said that he had filled information 
•with the attorney general on the llth 
and was entering suit on bin '"own 
hook" taking the matter out of Ihe 
hands of the 
board 
and their at- 


torneys. 
His only rerjson was that 


"he wished to save the people money, 
but this excuse, the commissioners 
thought, was a slim one, since no 
.question of fees had entered into the 
matter, nor has it to this day. 


On the 15th a meeting of the com- 


missioners was called and again the 
authority to bring suit was given the 
attorneys for the board. Stewart be- 
ing censored by the board for his un- 
•warranted action. 


On the same day A. G. Hainiin, one 


of the board's attorneys, went to Tal- 
lahassee to see the attorney general 
and obtain authority to bring suit in 
his name. After obtaining the author- 
ity the attorneys filed information 
•with the altorney general in respect 
to the Central bridge at Daytona and 
also amended, with the consen1. of the 
I cftoey general Ihe suil on Slewarl's

COVERING OF CANAL 


WORK TO BE STARTED 


CITY COMMISSION GETS OFFICIAL 


CONFIRMATION OF PASSAGE OF 


SPECIAL ACT BY THE 
LEGIS- 


LATURE. 


Official 
notification • has been re- 


ceived by the city commission from 
the secretary of state of the passage 
of the special act at the recent session 
of the legislature permitting the city 
to issue time warrants to the amount 
of $25,000 for the purpose of covering 
the canal, and plans are now being 
made by the city commission for this 
work to be started at once and com- 
pleted before the 
beggiaing of the 


winter season. 


While it has been known, of course, 


that the special act wa«~ passed by 
the legislature, 
no move has been 


made by the city commission to take 
advantage of this authority for the 
reason that official confirmation had 
not been received from the state. The 
certified copy of the special act was 
(landed to the commissioners by the 
city attorneys at the regular meeting 
held Monday night. 


City Manager Patton has gone over 


the plans and specifications prepared 
for walling and covering the canal 
two years ago. when it was discovered 
that the amount of $15.000 authorized 
for this purpose was not sufficient to 
to carry the work through, and the 
city manager, who is a practical 
sngineer and construction man, be- 
-ieves these plans and specifications 
an be used with a few minor changes. 
The work will probably take about 
:wo months. 


The side of the canal will be walled 


with concrete, with a square top and 
a cement sidewalk placed on the top. 
It is estimated that a special assess- 
ment of five mills for five years will 
be required to retire the time wr.r- 
rants to b>; issued for this purpose. 
- In connection with the covering of 
the canal, the city commission and 
'ity manager are now considering the 
installation of the 
proposed 
white 


way along Canal street, and if it is 
considered feasible to have that work 
done now it will be installed at the 
same time the canal work is in pro- 
gress. 
City Manager Patton has 


estimated that removing the poles and 
wires from Canal street and placing 
.hem on Downing and Julia streets' 
will cost in the 
neighborhood of 


$3,0*00, and if it is decided to have 
this wjrk done, an ordinance will be 
passed prohibiting 
the erection of 


poles or stringing of wires on Canal 
street in future, so the mail* business 
:horoughfare will always be clear* of 
:hese jnsightly obstructions. 


The members of the 
city com- 


mission and the city manager will be 
glad to have expressions of .opinion 
'rom the citizens and taxpayers on 
he subject of removing the poles and 
wires and installing the white way at 
his time.

MOTHER'S NECK TO PREVENT 


BAD SCAR. 


Sacrificing ^his own feelings and 


conveniences for the sake of hasten- 
ing the convalesence of his mother 
and to lessen the probability of 
permanent scars on her neck. Dale 
White, son of Mr. and Mrs. E. A. 
White, 
submitted to an 
operation 


Wednesday at the Forster sanatarium, 
by which several inches of skin was 
removed from his back to be grafted 
onto his 'mother's neck. 


Mrs. White has been suffering for 


a number of weeks from the effects 
of having a large carbuncle removed 
from the back of her neck. She spent 
several weeks in the hospital just be- 
fore and following its removal and for 
a time it was feared that as a result 
of the operation she would be left 
with a stiff neck. However, she has 
been home since July 4th and has 
been gradually improving. 


The incision necessary for the re- 


moval of the carbuncle was so large 
that healing has been slow and it was 
feared a bad scar would be left, un- 
less 
a 
successful 
skin 
grafting 


operation could be carried through, 
and Dale promptly and willingly of- 
fered to furnish 
the skin 
for the 


operation. 


The skin was removed from tho 


boy's back in small patches and im- 
mediately grafted onto the mother's 
neck and the result of the operation 
will be watched with much interest 
by the friends of the Whites. Dale 
and his mother have both been able 
to be about since the 
operation, 


apparently 
none the worse for the 


experience. 


SOME HISTORY ABOUT 
THE CORONADO BRIDGE 


DeLand News:—It may be of in- 


terest at this time to call attention to 
a little history of the bridge across 
the Indian River North, between New 
Smyrna and Coronado Beach. 
The 


bridge 
and 
long fill were 
made 


originally by private 
subscription, 


people from all over Volucia county, 
from 
Seminole, Orange an9 
Lake 


counties and winter visitors donating 
for the good work. The subscriptions 
were raised by McCrory (J. Lee) & 
Strange, then engaged in the general 
merchandise Hisinees at New Smyrna. 
We have no figures of the first cost, 
but the work was done very cheaply in 
those days, when labor was EO much 
cheaper than today. Just after the 
work had been completed and the 
bridge and fill brought into use. a 
heavy equinoctial gale tore away the 
bridge and washed away the fill. Mr. 
Connor, who has for years been inter- 
ested in every good work at New 
Smyrna, came to the rescue of the 
community anij loaned the money%to 
replace the fill and the bridge, the 
latter we believe being built by a 
DeLand contractor. The first invest- 
ment by Mr. Connor was about $20,- 
000. 
The hotel burned down and 


most of the cottages on the beach fol- 
lowed, one after another; Coronado 
Beach practically died. 
The bridge 


was from the first a losing proposition. 
Mr. Coanor kept pouring into the rat- 
hole until at the present time he has 
invested approximately $70.000 more 
than he has taken out. No franchise, 
so far as the News is able to learn, 
was ever 
granted 
to 
anyone 
to 


build this bridge. 
The war depart- 


ment granted some one the privilege 
of crossing the navigable stream. For 
the past three or four years, Coronado 
Beach has grown in popularity again, 
and the bridge is a paying investment 
for the first time since it was built. 
Mr. Connor, with his usual generosity, 
offered, a couple of years ago, to sell 
the bridge to the county for J20.000 
and to pocket the loss of half a hun- 
dred thousond dollars—a fortune to 
the 
average man. 
County Com- 


missioner W. E. Swoope tried to in- 
terest the people of his section in the 
matter, and for a time it looked as ir 
the owner would be paid $20.000 and 
the community take over the bridge. 
The latest proposition is for tho county 
to confiscate it and take it over with- 
out recompense. 
The New Smyrna 


Board 
of 
Trade 
has 
unanimously 


disapproved such proposition. 
The 


outcome will be watched with, interest. 


PEOPLE INDIGNANT 


OVER DAYTONA STORY 


BLACK EYE GIVEN CITY BY UN- 


TRUTHFUL ARTICLE PUBLISH. 


ED IN DAYTONA AND ALL OVER 


STATE. 


Much indignation has been express- 


ed on all sides in New Smyrna over 
the unwarranted and untruthful ar- 
ticle published in the Daytona Morn- 
ing Journal of last Friday under the 
heading, "New Smyrna Woman Latest 
Victim of A Ku Klux Attack," in which 
it was stated that the Ku Klux Klan 
had attacked Mrs. Smith in this city 
Wednesday night and severely beaten 
her. N 
rot only was the story published 


in the Daytona Journal that day, but 
it was followed with another similar 
story and a scathing editorial on the 
following day and sent out from Day- 
tona to many other papers in the 
state, giving the impression that this 
city harbors thugs and gunmen. 


As a matter of fact, there was ab- 


solutely no grounds for the Journal 
article and not a word of truth in it. 
Where the Journal got its "informa- 
tion" has not yet been revealed, but 
probably will be before the matter is 
dropped. If the man who handled the 
"story" had taken the usual precaution 
of a real newspaper min he would 
lave investigated before turning in 
such an article. 


The "story" was to the effect that a 


band of masked men in three auto- 
mobiles, presumably members of the 
Ku' Klux Klan, went to the Smith 
home, which was in the cottage in the 
rear-of the Rose Villa, and demanded 
that the Jordan girl, who has been 
making her home with the Smiths, be 
turned over to her brother, who was 
a member of the party. It said Mrs. 
Smith refused the demand and slapped

SEVERAL TEACHERS 


NAMED FOR SCHOOLS 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT IS IN- 


STRUCTED TO CONTRACT FOR 


EIGHT MONTHS WITH THE NEW 


SMYRNA TEACHERS. 


At the regular meeting of the coun- 


ty school board in DeLand last week 


communication from the trustees of 


the New Smyrna district was received 
in which it was requested that the 
county board make contracts with 
teachers for that district for eight 
months, the trustees guaranteeing to 
raise and place in the hands of the 
secretary sufficient funds to pay the 
teachers for the eighth month before 
the beginning of the same. The sec- 
retary was instructed to enter into 
contracts .with the teachers for New 
Smyrna for eight months. 


A communication from B. F. Ezell. 


representing the board of trustees of 
DeLand, was received, in which re- 
quest was made that the trustees be 
allowed to reinstate manual training 
and domestic science, which, together 
.vitli one high school position were 
upon the request of the trustees elim- 
inated at the last meeting, and an 
agreement entered into that the sav- 
ng to the general school fund of $2.100 
would be retained to apply on salaries 
of teachers for the eighth month. It 
was ordered- that these departments 
be reinstated and the amount to be 
held in reserve to apply on the eighth, 
month salaries be reduced from $2,100 
to $700. 
, 


Propositions and requests from two 


or three parties to open the school 
,erm next fall the first or middle of 
September rather than September 26, 
were denied, the board taking the 
position that all schools must open 
and operate uniformly and that it will 
be unwise to attempt to open all the 
schools of the county earlier than the 
original time set, September 26th. 
The secretary was directed to enter 
into formal contract with teachers 


• 


employed to begin work on that date, 
-with the exception of the Ormond col- 
ored school, which for local reasons 
has for some time opened the first of 
August. 


A petition by the patrons of Port 


Orange school asking that Mrs. Eu- 
genia Fafr be appointed to a position 
as assistant teacher there was receiv- 
ed and filed. 


A communication was received from 


W. N. Sheats, state superintendeat, 


dvising and directing boards and 
county superintendents not to enter 
nto contract with any teacher who 
does not hold a Florida teacher's cer- 
.ificate. 
It appears that temporary 


•ertificates will no longer be issued. 
Teachers must obtain certificates be- 


"ore 
contracting for or entering upon 


actual teaching. 


Upon recommendation of the va- 


rious trustee boards the 
following 


eachers were appointed and the sec- 
•etary authorized to contract with all 
vho hold Florida teachers' certificates 
covering the subjects to be taught.

OF CITY VERY GOOD 


REPORT OF CITY AUDITOR 
AND 


CLERK 
SHOWS 
BALANCE OP. 


MORE THAN $15,000 TO CITY'S 


CREDIT. 
• ;~- 


The complete and exact financial 


condition o£ the city is shown in tn» 
regular monthly report of the city au- 
ditor and clerk, which is published in 
this issue of the News, and a study o* 
this report presents some interesting 
facts for the consideration of the tar- 
payers. 


The balances in the various funds- 


show a total of something over $15.000 
and every cent handled during the 
last month accounted for, with a com- 
plete record of every transaction oa 
file in the office of the city auditor 
and clerk, who has the city's books in 
such shape *e can prepare a complete 
statement of the city's financial coa- 
dition within a few minutes. 


The statement of the condition of 


the fire, water and electric fund shows 
that the expenditures during the last 
month have been a little more thaa 
| the income for the month, but the 
figures do not explain that entering 
into these expenditures is an item of 
$1.500 paid for pipe to make exten- 
sions to the water lines and that this 
pipe has not only been purchased and 
paid for. but it has been laid in the 
extensions and is now in use giving 
service to a number of custmores who 
have been begging for city water for 
many months, and the 'revenue from 
these extensions and service will help 
to increase the income to the city for 
this month and all months to come. 


Also, the figures do not show ex- 


penditures for extensions of the elec- 
tric light lines, by which a large num- 
ber of new customers have 
beea 


added 
as 
permanent 
revenue pro- 


ducers. 


For the first time since the estab- 


lishment of the city waterworks sys- 
tem, the systett1 ~.s not only paying its 
own operating Expenses, but it is proy 
ducing a. net revenue to be applied on. 
the deficit created by previous man- 
ipulations of the system. It is the dif- 
ference between efficient and ineffic- 
ient handling of the waterworks sys- - 
tern, the difference between business 
management 
and 
political mange - 


ment. 
A year ago it is stated 


the income from the waterworks 
system 
was in the 
neighborhpgKl 


of 
$400 per 
month 
and wltt 


an operating 
expense 
of nearly 


twice that amount. Today the income 
from the waterworks is in the neigh- 
borhood of $800 per month and with 
an operating expense of less than half 
that amount. 


The electric light plant is proving 


a fine revenue producer for the city, 
with the income more than paying the- 
operating expenses and 
permitting 


the city to gradually clean up a lot of 
bills contracted for "extras" which, 
were necessary in the establishment 
of the plant. The electric service ii 
the best the city has ever had and the 
continuous service is a blessing which, 
the taxpayers never did enjoy and 
probably never would have enjoyei 
with the rotten service furnished by. 
the New Smyrna Public Service com- 
pany. 
The citizens are paying the 


same price for current with the splen- 
did 24-hours service now that they 
paid for the poor occasional service 
from the privately owned plant. The 
claim was made by the New Smyrna 
Public Service company that the com- 
pany was losing thousands of dollars 
each month and that an electric plant 
could not be made to pay in this city, 
a claim disproved by the tact that the 
municipal plant is furnisheing excel- 
lent service and making money for 
its owners. 


Previous to the adoption of the city 


manager plan of city government 
there had been'much discussion in the 
old city council as to means of ob- 
taining money with which to make 
extensions of the water, light and 
sewer lines in sections of the-'city 
wiiere these improvements had beer, 
promised year after year and never 
made because of lack of funds witti 
which to do the work. It was finally 
decided to require each electric cus- 
tomer to make a deposit of $10 for 
each meter and use this* money for 
the extensions. This was considered 
the qnly possible way to get the 
money to make these extensions and 
it was figured this would give the 
city practically $3,000 to use for this 
purpose. 
Definite action was taken 


by the old council to require this $1(1 
deposit, but after the citizens ha) 
voted to adopt the commission-man'

"Generally the property of the chief, 


these official drums, «liicli are many, 
forming a set of varying size, are as 
a rule of the species known as inci- 
sion-drum.

"The drum !&• placed in either 


horizontal or vertical position, the for- 
mer producing the best results. Big 
drums carry more than ten mUes. 


"By relay a message may travel 


1,000 miles In little more than the 
velocity of sound. 


i "The drum-telephone depends upon 
an elaborate code of sounds. 
En 


ropean travelers often order their din- 
ner and night's lodging at the next 
village by a drum-message. The vil- 
lagers use it as we use a postal, tele- 
graph 
and 
telephone service—and 


there are no charges. 


"For the home service the drum 


plays the part also of the church bell, 
the clock, the town crier and the daily 
newspaper. For instance. Rev. James 
Roscoe, whose African adventures and 
discoveries have recently been report- 
ed, notes that It annoflnced a birth 
or a death, tbe new moon and the week- 
ly faet day.

one of the masked men. who hit her 
with his fist, badly lacerating her face 
and breaking some of her teeth.

BY JUDGE STEWART 


CHARGES CONSPIRACY AND ALSO 


DRAGS TWO OF THE COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS 
INTO 
SUIT 


FOR $100,000. 


The latest development in the con- 


troversy between Isaac A. Stewart, 
recently removed as chairman of the 
board of county commissioners, and 
the other members of the board and 
the attorneys for the board, is the 
filling of a suit by Stewart against A. 
C. Hamlin, R. P. Hamlin, W. J. 
Gardiner and B. P. Brass, attorneys 
lor the board, and Ben Thursby, com- 
missioner 
from

flistrict, and C. L. Vining, commis- 
sioner from 
the Daytona 
district, 


•charging 
conspiracy 
and 
alleging 


.damages at $100,000. This suit was 
filed immediately following the filling 
of suits for 8100,000 T>y attorneys for 
the board against Stewart, charging 
:iibel. 


Just what constitutes the conspiracy 


-which Stewart charges the six with 
•committing has not been made plain, 
but it is supposed that the charge is 
anade against the two commissioners 
because they were instrumental in 
calling a special meeting of the board 
-which stripped Stewart of any sem- 
"blance of a right to bring suit "on his 
own" in regard to the bridge contro- 
versy, placing that power in the, hands 
of the attorneys for the board, as was 
the original intention of the board. "" 


The 
filing 
of suits for $100,000 


•charging civil libel against Stewart, 
by 
the 
four 
attorneys 
followed 


"Stewart's 
inability 
to 
prove 
his 


charges that his son, Tom Stewart, 
lad been offered a "bribe" in regard 
to attorneys' fees in the bridge mat- 
ter. 
Although Stewart made the 


statement at the board meeting that 
the firm of Gardiner & Brass was not 
concerned in the alleged offer, he in- 
cludes 
them 
in the 
"conspiracy" 


charge. 


Monday of this week Judge Stewart 


tied an amendment to his suit to in- 
clude T. E. Fitzgerald, editor of the 
Daytona Daily News, as one of the 
conspirators, along with the attorneys 
and commissioners. 


Wednesday of this 
week 
Judge 


Stewart filed another amendment to 
his suit to include Messrs TJ. S. Shel- 
ley and Frank Brai'Jey of Daytona 
Beach and H. B. SUulte of Daytona,, 
and also filed another suit against C. 
V. Burgman and Editor T. E. Fitz- 
gerald of Daytona asking 
$10,000 


damages for criminal libel and con- 
spiracy. 


All defendants in the multitudinous 


cases will appear August 1 to answer 
the charges, which will be heard in 
circuit court at the November term. 


The entire controversy 
over the 


bridge suit has arisen 
because of 


Stewart's insistency in bringing the 
suit against the 
bridge companies, 


-while the 
commissioners 
have re- 


peatedly voted to let their proper 
attorneys handle the matter for the 
county. 


On June 
9th the 
commissioners 


unanimously voted to take over the 
five wooden bridges, three at Daytona 
one at Port Orange and one at New 
Smyrna, on June 15th or at least to 
make a demand for them, and if the 
demand was not successful, that the 
attorneys for the board should enter 
suit. The demand was made on the 
15th, but on the day before, Stewart 
said that he had filled information 
•with the attorney general on the llth 
and was entering suit on his '"own 
book" taking the matter out of the 
hands of the 
board 
and their at- 


torneys. 
His only reason was that 


"he wished to save the people money, 
but this excuse, the commissioners 
thought, was a slim one, since no 
.question of fees had entered into the 
matter, nor has it to this day. 


On the 15th a meeting of the com- 


missioners was called and again tbe 
authority to bring suit was given the 
attorneys rbr the board. Stewart be- 
ing censored by the board for his un- 
-warranted action.

WORK TO BE STARTED 


CITY COMMISSION GETS OFFICIAL 


CONFIRMATION OF PASSAGE OF 


SPECIAL ACT BY THE 
LEGIS- 


LATURE. 


Official 
notification • has been re- 


ceived by the city commission from 
the secretary of state of the passage 
of the special act at the recent session 
of the legislature permitting the city 
to issue time warrants to the amount 
of $25,000 for the purpose of covering 
the canal, and plans are now being 
made by the city commission for this 
work to be started at once and com- 
pleted before the 
beggiaing of the 


winter season. 


While it has been known, of course, 


that the special act was~ passed by 
the legislature, 
no move has been 


made by the city commission to take 
advantage of this authority for the 
reason that official confirmation had 
not been received from the state. The 
certified copy of the special act was 
handed to the commissioners by the 
city attorneys at the regular meeting 
held Monday night. 


City Manager Patton has gone over 


the plans and specifications prepared 
for walling and covering the canal 
two years ago, when it was discovered 
that the amount of $15.000 authorized 
for this purpose was not sufficient to 
to carry the work through, and the 
city manager, who is a practical 
sngineer and construction man, be- 
lieves these plans and specifications 
can be used with a few minor changes. 
The work will probably take about 
two months. 


The side of the canal will be walled 


with concrete, with a square top and 
a cement sidewalk placed on the top. 
It is estimated thai a special assess- 
ment of five mills for five years will 
be required to retire the time wr.r- 
rants to b>; issued for this purpose. 
- In connection with the covering of 
the canal, the city commission and 
city manager are now considering the 
installation of the 
proposed 
white 


way along Canal street, and if it is 
considered feasible to have that work 
done now it will be installed at the 
same time the canal work is in pro- 
gress. 
City Manager Patton has 


estimated that removing the poles and 
wit;es from Canal street and placing 
them on Downing and Julia streets 
will cost in the 
neighborhood of 


$3,($00, and if it is decided to Have 
this wjrk done, an ordinance will be 
passed prohibiting 
the erection of 


poles or stringing of wires on Canal 
street in future, so the mail* business 
thoroughfare will always be clear* of 
these jnsightly obstructions. 


The members of the 
city com- 


mission and the city manager will be 
glad to have expressions of .opinion 
from the citizens and taxpayers on 
the subject of removing the poles and 
wires and installing the w.hite way at 
this time.

GIVES SKIN OFF BACK 


TO HELP HIS MOTHER 


SOME HISTORY ABOUT 
THE CORONAOO BRIDGE 


DeLand News:—It may be of in- 


terest at this time to call attention to 
a little history of the bridge across 
the Indian River North, between New 
Smyrna and Coronado Beach. 
The 


bridge 
and 
long fill were 
made 


originally by private 
subscription, 


people from all over Volusia county, 
from 
Seminole, 
Orange an9 
Lake 


counties and winter visitors donating 
for the good work. The subscriptions 
were raised by McCrory (J. Lee) & 
Strange, then engaged in the general 
merchandise Hisinees at New Smyrna. 
We have no figures of the first cost, 
but the work was done very cheaply in 
those days, when labor was EO much 
cheaper than today. Just after the 
work had been completed and the 
bridge and fill brought into use. a 
heavy equinoctial gale tore away the 
bridge and washed away the fill. Mr. 
Connor, who has for years been inter- 
ested in every good work at New 
Smyrna, came to the rescue of the 
community amj loaned the money%to 
replace the fill and the bridge, the 
latter we believe being built by a 
DeLand contractor. The first invest- 
ment by Mr. Connor was about $20,- 
000. 
The hotel burned down and 


most of the cottages on the beach fol- 
lowed, one after another; Coronado 
Beach practically died. 
The bridge 


was from the first a losing proposition. 
Mr. Coanor kept pouring into the rat- 
hole until at the present time he has 
invested approximately $70.000 more 
than he has taken out. No franchise, 
so far as the News is able to learn, 
was ever 
granted 
to 
anyone 
to 


build this bridge. 
The war depart- 


ment granted some one the privilege 
of crossing the navigable stream. For 
the past three or four years. Coronado 
Beach has grown in popularity again, 
and the bridge is a paying investment 
for the first time since it was built. 
Mr. Connor, with his usual generosity, 
offered, a couple of years ago, to sell 
the bridge to the county for J20.000 
and to pocket the loss of half a hun- 
dred thousond dollars—a fortune to 
the 
average 
man. 
County Com- 


missioner W. E. Swoope tried to in- 
terest the people of his section in the 
matter, and for a time it looked as it 
the owner would be paid $20.000 and 
the community take over the bridge. 
The latest proposition is for tho county 
to confiscate it and take it over with- 
out recompense. The New Smyrna 
Board 
of 
Trade 
has 
unanimously 


disapproved such proposition. 
The 


outcome will be watched with interest. 


PEOPLE INDIGNANT 


OVER OAYTONA STORY 


BLACK EYE GIVEN CITY BY UN- 


TRUTHFUL ARTICLE PUBLISH- 


ED IN DAYTONA AND ALL OVER 


STATE. 


Much indignation has been express- 


ed on all sides in New Smyrna over 
the unwarranted and untruthful ar- 
ticle published in the Daytona Morn- 
ing Journal of last Friday under the 
heading, "New Smyrna Woman Latest 
Victim of A Ku Klux Attack," in which 
it was stated that the Ku Klux Klan 
had attacked Mrs. Smith in this city 
Wednesday night and severely beaten 
her. Not only was the story published 
in the Daytona Journal that day, but 
it was followed with another similar 
story and a scathing editorial on the 
following day and sent out from Day- 
tona to many other papers in the 
state, giving the impression that this 
city harbors thugs and gunmen. 


As a matter of fact, there was ab- 


solutely no grounds for the Journal 
article and not a word of truth in it. 
Where the Journal got ita "informa- 
tion" has not yet been revealed, but 
probably will be before the matter is 
dropped. If the man who handled the 
"story" had taken the usual precaution 
of a real newspaper min he would 
have investigated before turning in 
such an article. 


The "story" was to the effect that a 


band of masked men in three auto- 
mobiles, presumably members of the 
Ku' Klux Klan, went to the Smith 
home, which was in the cottage in the 
rear-of the Rose Villa, and demanded 
that the Jordan girl, who has been 
making her home with the Smiths, be 
turned over to her brother, who was 
a member of the party. It said Mrs. 
Smith refused the demand and slapped

SEVERAL TEACHERS 


NAMED FOR SCHOOLS 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT IS IN- 


STRUCTED TO CONTRACT FOR 


EIGHT MONTHS WITH THE NEW 


SMYRNA TEACHERS. 


At the regular meeting of the coun- 


ty school board in DeLand last week 


communication from the trustees of 


the New Smyrna district was received 
in which it was requested that the 
county board make contracts with 
teachers for that district for eight 
months, the trustees guaranteeing to 
raise and place in the hands of the 
secretary sufficient funds to pay the 
teachers for the eighth month before 
the beginning of the same. The sec- 
retary was instructed to enter into 
contracts Hwith the teachers for New 
Smyrna for eight months. 


A communication from B. F. Ezell. 


representing the board of trustees of 
DeLand, was received, in which re- 
quest was made that the trustees be 
allowed to reinstate manual training 
and domestic science, which, together 
with one high school position were 
upon the request of the trustees elim- 
inated at the last meeting, and an 
agreement entered into that the sav- 
ing to the general school fund of $2.100 
would be retained to apply on salaries 
of teachers for the eighth month. It 
was ordered that these departments 
be reinstated and the amount to be 
held in reserve to apply on the eighth 
month salaries be reduced from $2,100 
to $700. 
, 


Propositions and requests from two 


or three parties to open the school 
term next fall the first or middle of 
September rather than September 26, 
were denied, the board taking the 
position that all schools must open 
and operate uniformly and that it will 
be unwise to attempt to open all the 
schools of the county earlier than the 
original time set, September 26th. 
The secretary was directed to enter 
into formal contract with teachers 


• 


employed to begin work on that date, 
-with the exception of the Onnond col- 
ored school, which for local reasons 
has for some time opened the first of 
August. 


A petition by the patrons of Port 


Orange school asking that Mrs. Eu- 
genia Fair be appointed to a position 
as assistant teacher there was receiv- 
ed and filed. 


A communication was received from 


W. N. Sheats, state superintendent, 
advising and directing boards and 
county superintendents not to enter 
into contract with any teacher who 
does not hold a Florida teacher's cer- 
tificate. 
It appears that temporary 


certificates will no longer be issued. 
Teachers must obtain certificates be- 
fore contracting for or entering upon 
actual teaching. 


Upon recommendation of the va- 


rious trustee boards the 
following 


teachers were appointed and the sec- 
retary authorized to contract with all 
who hold Florida teachers' certificates 
covering the subjects to be taught.

OF CITY VERY GOOD 


REPORT OF CITY AUDITOR 
AND

The complete and exact financial 


condition of the city is shown in the- 
regular monthly report of the city au- 
ditor and clerk, which is published in 
this issue of the News, and a study o! 
this report presents some interesting 
facts for the consideration of the tar- 
payers. 


The balances in the various funds- 


show a total of something over $15,000 
and every cent handled during the 
last month accounted for, with a com- 
plete record of every transaction oa 
file in the office of the city auditor 
and clerk, who has the city's books in 
such shape *e can prepare a complete 
statement of the city's financial con- 
dition within a few minutes. 


The statement of the condition of 


the fire, water and electric fund shows 
that the expenditures during the last 
month have been a little more than 
the income for the month, but the 
figures do not explain that entering 
into these expenditures is an item of 
$1.500 paid for pipe to make exten- 
sions to the water lines and that this 
pipe has not only been purchased and 
paid for. but it has been laid in the 
extensions and is now in use giving 
service to a number of custmores who 
have been begging for city water for 
many months, and the 'revenue from 
these extensions and service will help 
to increase the income to the city for 
this month and all months to come. 


Also, the figures do not show ex- 


penditures for extensions of the elec- 
tric light lines, by which a large num- 
ber of new customers have 
been 


added 
as permanent revenue pro- 


ducers. 


For the first time since the estab- 


ishment of the city waterworks sys- 
tem, the systett1 ~.s not only paying ita 
own operating expenses, but it is prtk 
ducing a net revenue to be applied oa 
:he deficit created by previous man- 
ipulations of the system. It is the dif- 
ference between efficient and ineffic- 
ient handling of the waterworks sys- - 
:em, the difference between business 
management 
and political mange- 


ment. 
A year ago it is stated 


the income from the waterworks 
system 
was in the 
neighpprhpgKl 


of 
$490 per 
month 
and with 


an operating 
expense 
of nearly 


twice that amount. Today the income 
from the waterworks is in the neigh- 
borhood of $800 per month and with 
an operating expense of less than halt 
that amount. 


The electric light plant is proving 


a fine revenue producer for the city, 
with the income more than paying the- 
operating expenses and 
permitting 


the city to gradually clean up a lot oS 
bills contracted for "extras" which, 
were necessary in the establishment 
of the plant. The electric service ii 
:he best the city has ever had and the. 
continuous service is a blessing which, 
he taxpayers never did enjoy and 
probably never would have enjoyei 
with the rotten service furnished by.

ager plan of government it was defi- 
ed to not press the $10 deposit re- 
quirement and "pass the buck" to the 
new government to see what the new 
commissioners could do with 
the 


problem to which city councils had 
been trying to find a solution for a 
number of years. 


The 
eity commissioners accepted 


"the buck," and set to work. The re- 
sult has been that the $10 deposit was 
not required and the light, water and 
sewer lines have been, extended far 
beyond any plans ever considered by 
city council, and it has been done 
on the budget adopted and the millage 
levied by tjie old city council. It has 
been done because of the real business 
management of the city's affairs un- 
der a capable city manager and the 
savings effected by having a com- 
petent manager constantly in charge. 


For several years the colored resi- 


dents of the city have been begging 
for water, and lights, as their proper- 
ty has been assessed for the bonded 
improvements and they have felt they 
were entitled to consideration. Prom- 
ise after promise base been made the 
colored people that these extensions 
would b"e made, but no city council 
coilld ever figure out how to finance 
the extensions. 
Today the colored 


section of the city is pretty thoroughly 
covered with water and light lines 
and hundreds of customers have been 
added to the service furnished by the 
city—all accomplished since City Man 
ager Fatten got on the job and got 
busy. 


When municipal affairs were turned 


over to the city commissioners at tie 
beginning of this year these affairs 
were in a sorry state. The commis- 
sioners found a balance in the city 
treasury of about $3,000 and a mass of 
unpaid bills to more than wipe out 
this balance. 
It took considerable 


figuring to be able to arrange for tbe 
payment of the unpaid labor and sal- 
ary claims which had accumulated 
during the two months previous to the 
first of the year; 
Undaunted, the 


city commissioners went at the job 
of straightening out the tangle and 
putting the city's affairs on a real 
business basis, and the result of this 
determination and the efficient efforts

•t Uelrose abbey reminds the Man- 
«k««t«t Guardian that Ue "lion heart" 
«f King Hichard I was not discovered 
la Bouen cathedral until Queen Vic- 
toria's reign. 


In 1888 some antiquaries obtained 


permission from the archbishop of 
'RoWn to search for Richard's heart, 
which tradition stated was near the 
»igh altar. Their excavations revealed 
a recumbent figure of Richard, irf good 
-preservation, with the exception of 
the nose, hands and feet, which appa- 
rently bafl been broken so as to flat- 
ten the effigy, wh»n the preseni pave- 
H«Bt was laid over it.

SEA'S OLD- TALES 


Superstitions That Are Held by 


Cornishmen. 


Phantom Lights and Phantom Ships 


Implicitly Believed In by Sailors 


Who Fear Nothing. 


All along th« Cornish shores the 


phantom ship is thoroughly believed 
in, as also are the phantom lights. 
Some years ago a schooner-rigged 
vessel made signals ot distress to the 
west of St. Ives bay. A cable that 
put out reached her, and one of the 
seamen made a grasp at her bulwark! 
ID order to jump on board; but hi* 
hand met nothing solid, and as he 
tumbled back into the boat the schoon- 
er and her sailing lights disappeared 
in the darkness. 
Keit morning a 


schooner out of the port of London 
was wrecked within the same vicinity, 
and all on board her perished. The 
phantom lights are seen generally be- 
fore a gale; the Cornish seamen call 
them "Jack Harry's lights," and the 
ship seen resembles the one that ii 
subsequently wrecked. 


The death ship is a superstition pe- 


culiar to Cornwall. With black hull 
and stumpy bowsprit, she comes in, 
with all her canvas set, against the 
wind and tide, and as she turns to 
reach to seaward again the doomed 
person dies. ^.Most famous of the tra- 
ditional stories .grouping round the 
death ship is that of a wrecker, who 
lived at Tregaseal, beguiling vessels 
with false lights and doing to death 
those who escaped the waves. When 
he lay dying a black ship full rigged 
with ail sail set was noticed coming in 
upon the land against the wind and 
tide; and as the man died she bore out 
to sea again in a half gale. 


Porthcurno cove, "near the Logan 


stone, has also a ship of doom. Some- 
times there is seen when the mists 
are rising off the marshes a black 
square rigged craft, which stands over 
to Bodelan and Chygwiden and sud- 
denly vanishes. 
Upon whosoever sees 


her ill luck and death are sure to fall. 


Near St. Ives, too, is a churchyard 


haunted by an apparition, sight of 
which entails disaster" to seamen. In 
the sixties of the last century a ves- 
sel was wrecked on the coast here. 
The men who went off to the rescue 
found on board a lady with a child 
in her arms. She refused to part with 
her charge, and in drawing her by a 
rope from the wreck to the boat the 
child was lost in the raging seas. The 
lady died through shock and exposure 
and was buried in the local church- 
yard. 
Today her wraith is said to 


haunt the shore, whether the day or 
the night is tempestuous or dark or 
clear or fine. And on whoever sees 
her, be he a seafaring man, disaster 
falls. 


The coasts of Cornwall are secend 


to none in the wiidness, the variety 
and originality of their sea supersti- 
tions. 
For nowhere else in Europe 


has the sea taken such a toll of dead, 
and still takes. Only Cape Cshant, 
and, perhaps, the Goodwin sands off 
the coast of Kent, may" rank behind 
Cornwall in the sea's colossal ledger 
of death and disaster.—National Ma- 
rine.

tually possible to telephone by wire- 
less over as great a distance as by 
the ordinary wire.

village to ullage bj diumteat," he 
says. 


"Generally the piopertj of the chief, 


these official drums, «lncli are manv, 
forming a set of varjing size, are as 
a rule of the species known as inci- 
sion-drum 
This is a long, narrow, 


hollow olinder, made fiom a tree 
trunk, with the ends closed 


"The drum !&• placed in either a 


horizontal or vertical position, the for- 
mer producing the best results. Big 
drums carry more than ten mUes. 


"By relay a message may travel 


1,000 miles in little more than the 
velocity of sound. 


i "The drnm-telephone depends upon 
an elaborate code of sounds. 
Eu- 


ropean travelers often order their din- 
ner and night's lodging at the next 
village by a drum-message. The vil- 
lagers use it as we use a postal, tele- 
graph 
and 
telephone 
service—and 


there are no charges. 


"For the home service the drum 


pla>s the part also of the church bell, 
the clock, the town crier and the daily 
newspaper. For instance. Rev. James 
Roscoe, whose African adventures and 
discoveries have recently been report- 
ed, notes that it annofinced a birth 
or a death, the new moon and the week- 
ly fast day.

ed to not press the $10 deposit re- 
quirement and "pass the buck" to the

It has 
been done because of the real businesi 
management of the city's affairs un 
der a capable city manager and the 
savings effected by having a com 
petent manager constantly in charge 


For seireral years the colored resi 


dents of the city have been begging 
for water, and lights, as their proper 
ty has been assessed for the bondec 
improvements and they have felt they 
were entitled to consideration. Prom 
ise after promise base been made the 
colored people that these extensions 
would b"e made, but no city counci 
could ever figure out how to flnanci 
the extensions. 
Today the colored 


section of the city is pretty thoroughly 
covered with water and light lines 
and hundreds of customers have been 
added to the service furnished by tin 
city—all accomplished since City Man 
ager Fatten got on the job and goi 
busy. 


When municipal affairs were turned 


over to the city commissioners at tie 
beginning of this year these affairs 
were in a sorry state. The commis 
sioners found a balance in the city 
treasury of about $3,000 and a mass ol 
unpaid bills to more than wipe out 
this balance.

that clutters the rived bed. There one 
sees rusted shells and broken artil- 
lery 
pieces, 
sometimes old shoes, 


broken rifles, helmets, for the Marne, 
as those who fought there will tes- 
tify, is a continuous sepulcher to the 
unknown dead.

Phantom Light* and Phantom Ships 


Implicitly Believed In by Sailor* 


Who Fear Nothing. 


All along the Cornish shores the 


phantom ship is thoroughly believed 
in, as also are the phantom lights. 
Some years ago a 
schooner-rigged 


vessel made signals of distress to the 
west of St. Ives bay. A cable that 
put out reached her, and one of the 
seamen made a grasp at her bulwark! 
ID order to jump on board; but hi* 
hand met nothing solid, and as he 
tumbled back into the boat the schoon- 
er and her sailing lights disappeared 
in the darkness. 
Kext morning a 


schooner out of the port of London 
was wrecked within the same vicinity, 
and all on board her perished. The 
phantom lights are seen generally be- 
fore a gale; the Cornish seamen call 
them "Jack Harry's lights," and the 
ship seen resembles the one that i§ 
subsequently wrecked. 


The death ship is a superstition pe- 
uliar to Cornwall. With black hull 
ind stumpy bowsprit, she comes in, 
with all her canvas set, against the 


ind and tide, and as she turns to 
each to seaward again the doomed 
ierson dies. ^.Most famous of the tra- 
ditional stories grouping round the 
death ship is that of a wrecker, who 
ived at Tregaseal, beguiling vessels 
with false lights and doing to death 
hose who escaped the waves. When 


lay dying a black ship full rigged 


with all sail set was noticed coming in 
upon the land against the wind and 
ide; and as the man died she bore out 
to sea again in a half gale. 


Porthcurno cove, near the Logan 


stone, has also a ship of doom. Some- 
times there Is seen when the mists 
are rising off the marshes a black 
square rigged craft, which stands over 
to Bodelan and Chygwiden and sud- 
denly vanishes. Upon whosoever sees 
her ill luck and death are sure to fall. 


Near St. Ives, too, is a churchyard 


haunted by an apparition, sight of 
which entails disaster' to seamen. In 
the sixties of the last century a ve»- 
eel was wrecked on the coast here. 
The men who went off to the rescue 
found on board a lady with a child 
in her arms. She refused to part with 
her charge, and in drawing her by a 
rope from the wreck to the boat the 
child was lost in the raging seas. The 
lady died through shock and exposure 
and was buried in the local church 
yard. 
Today her wraith is said to 


haunt the shore, whether the day 01 
the night is tempestuous or dark or 
clear or fine. And on whoever sees 
her, be he a seafaring man, disastei 
falls.

to none in the wlidness, the variety 
and originality of their sea superstl 
tions. 
For nowhere else in Europ 


has the sea taken such a toll of deac 
and still takes. Only Cape Dshani 
and, perhaps, the Goodwin sands ol 
the coast of Kent, may" rank behim 
Cornwall in the sea's colossal ledge 
of death and disaster—National Ma 
rine.
